■task which .\Ir. Sullivan had sought to 
liiipbse upon him. Since Tuesday, 
however, he had so far altered lu.s

followod. As to the roHtilution 
Mr, JJisraeli now gave notice of, 
tho .Marqcis of l{artin;^ton would

Ol^bti' ftijd was not sure whether, us 
long as hia resolution remained upon 
.the orders, ueitlior disjjused of by the 
House or withdrawn by liiiu;ie-lf, il was 
coinpoLeal to ^Mr Disraeli to move the 
resolution.

The 
pi^ofjrB were renewed when tho Marquis 
proceeded to aslf whether there was

|felftt.!j,pprupig sitting, and fuigj^est- 

. p4ilLatit:shpidd be taken at the even 
' '|ag viitaiig tp-'t^ay. Again there was 



absolutely couhned to the Liberal 
benches, wh^n his Lordship character- 
ized the Premier's statement iabbut his 
determination to carry all the Govorn- 
mont Bills as "very strong," and do- 
clarod that whether those measures 
should become law or not was "a ques- 
tion rather for the House than for the 
right hou. gentleman.'' Mr. Disraeli 
replied that Sir Charles Dilke had tho 
jirecedeuco for this ovouing, and if tlio 
.Marquis uf Hartiiigton could induce 
him to give way ho should have much 
lileasuro in taking tho Budget at tho 
evening sittting. Jlr. Gladstone, 
who had ajiparently had gi'eat difficul- 
ty in restraining himself from earlier 
interposing in the debate — half rising 
when the Marquis of Hartington .sat 
down — now sprang up, and was receiv- 
('(.1 with prolonged cheers from the 
Opjjositioii. Speaking in a quiet man- 
ner, the right lion, gei'tlem.an declar- 
ed that novel- iu the lauirse of his e\- 
jierience bad lie heard such a stale- 
liieiit as ho IiikI just listened to. Here 
were a number of Bills, "an unspeci- 
fied mass or^ bandl^^of-'meiiBttreB," 
which the Prime Minister had saitl he 
was determined .should jDass into 
law, auil that the ni)u.se sliouhl bo 
kept sitting till they had uo passeJ! Ho 
appealed not mora to hia own side of the 
House than to the hon. members oppo- 
Hito to .sny whother that was a becoiniiif.; 
lono or ])rococluro for a I'irst iMmiHtor of 
the (h-owi). Uo agreed with tho Marciuis 
of iiartiugtun that the proposal to take 
tho Budget rosolutious ut a morning sit 
ting was altogether without preceJeut,- 
nud it was made the more objectionable 
by the brusque and Budden manner in 
which it had been made. Mr. Diwraob 
explained tliat in projjosing to take the 
Budget at a uiorniDg sitting ho was un- 
der tho improdsion that tho Uiiaiicollor of 
the Exelieijiier had "aoucdod" liglit lion, 
members opposite, and had found tliem 
agreeable. He calle<l upon Sir Charlea 
Dilke to Bftj whether he had any objoc- 
tiou to make way for the Budget to como 
on tirst thia evening. Sir Charles ex- 
jjroased his willingness to give way, only 
"in tho interest of the rights of privat'o 
membora," he asked tho Premier for a 
pledge that an opportunity should be 
found for him to bring on bis motion at 
a future day. This Mr. Disraeli promis- 
ed to arraugo, and after i\tr. Newdegato 
had oxpresHod his disappointment with 
the spooeh of his leader, tho foraml mo- 
j tion uf tbd adjoornment of the House was 
withdrawn.

In the British army and navy they 
make the wear of flanneha point of 
discipline. During the hot season tho 
ship'8 doctor makes a ilail}- oxamina- 
tioii of the men at nnexpocted hours, 
to make sure that they liave not loft oiT 
tlieir llanuels.
